the pen of “C. Payell,” whose illum- 

inative articles on banking practice 
lave been a frequent feature of these columns. Briefly, 
our contributor urges on the banks of this country an 
educational campaign with regard to their policies. As 
he truly says, a large part of the Canadian public, and 
this includes a considerable portion of the press, is in 
need of enlightenment, with regard to the whole bank- 
ing situation. This is more or less obvious in perusing 
a number of the editorials which have appeared in Cana- 
dian newspapers during recent weeks with regard to ihe 
latest bank merger. Many of these editorials enlarge on 
dangers which are mainly imaginary; but the mere fact 
that they are imaginary does not alter the situation with 
regard to public opinion, for people are just as apt to 
become excited over imaginary dangers as real ones. The 
fact that the fears so widely expressed are, in a consider- 
able measure, factitious, is a demonstration of the truth 
that the public needs enlightenment on the conditions 
which have brought about a series of mergers that have 
reduced the number of Canadian chartered banks from 
twenty-five to ten within a comparatively short period 
of time. 

There is one type of critic who appears in the scene 
periodically, who is usually a speculator, and believes 
that it is the duty of banks to lend money on any secur- 
ities, however unsound, that may be offered. In other 
words, to hold the bag for the promoter. It is imposs- 
ible to convince this type of critic that bankers are, in 
essence, trustees of the savings of the community. He 
may, at first glance, be regarded with contempt; but he 
is so numerous that, in many parts of Canada, he has 
succeeded in creating the impression that the ways of the 
big banks are sinister. Moreover, a great many people, 
less selfish in their motives, have never really grasped 
the conception af the Banker as Trustee. 

SATURDAY NicHT is neither for or against bank merg- 
ers. Its sole guide in such matters is the expediency of 
the individual transaction, and it is satisfied that in their 
decisions during recent years Canada's various Ministers 
of Finance have followed the same method of approach. 
Unquestionably the public, which, when a merger takes 
place, is apt to become openly critical, indirectly compels 
these mergers by the attitude it takes with regard to its 
own savings. The big banks grow bigger, because of late 
years the depositing public has shown a marked tendency 
to use them in preference to the smaller ones. The pro- 
cess had begun before the failure of the Home Bank 
created general consternation. Complaints were then 
widespread because a merger of this bank with some 
greater institution had not taken place in time to avert 
disaster. Not long after the Home Bank disaster, two 
strong banks, which had for many years been rendering 
splendid service to various Canadian communities, made 
a candid statement of losses, wrote off certain frozen 
assets and gave a complete demonstration of their entire 
solvency. One would have thought that such courses 
would have convinced the public of the absolute honesty 
and soundness of these institutions. But what was ihe 
outcome? Many of their customers transferred their 
accounts to vaster banks, the “big four,” and in the end 
compelled the directors of both these institutions to seek 
amalgamation with their larger rivals. 

The fact that very few readers are able to understand 
what a bank statement means is no reflection on the 
public. It merely illustrates the necessity of presenting 
banking facts to the community in a way that the uninit- 
iated may grasp. How many realize that the reason why 
money is "tight" in Eastern Canada just now, is because 
money is being held for crop movement? This is literally 
true, as it is every summer; but we have no doubt that 
many agitators in the West are daily speaking of “eastern 
capital” as their enemy, and many farmers everywhere 
are growling over the tyranny of bankers. 

The criticism that the small local bank is more inter- 
ested in the development and welfare of its community 
than the big bank with a multitude of branches is, so far 
as our observations go, unfounded. Everywhere one goes 
in Canada one finds the branch managers of the great 
banks taking the keenest possible interest in local affairs, 
and the more successful such a manager is in extending 
the business in his local community, the more certain of 
promotion he is. This, indeed, is the basis of promotion, 
after the banker has reached a éertain stage of experi- 
ence, and the branch manager who showed himself indif- 
ferent to the needs of the community he had been sent 
to serve, would soon find himself liable to replacement. 
This is but one of many questions on which the public is 
in need of enlightenment, and we are convinced that ihe 
present misunderstandings are, in part at least, due to 
the cryptic attitude of bankers themselves.

should make him a very able and sapient administrator 
in the near East. It so happens that the Palestine ques- 
tion is not new to him, because during the Great War 
he was one of the imperial War Cabinet, and had a 
share in shaping the policy under which Palestine be- 
came officially recognized as the national home of the 
Jewish people.

Hertzog whose reckless and more or less enigmatic ut- 
terances as to the relation of the South African Dom- 
inion to the Empire have often been sharply rebuked by 
the former Premier. Though Gen. Smuts has sat in oppos- 
ition of late years. nobody doubts that he is the ablest 
man in South Africa and his continued interest in public 
affairs has been one of the most reassuring factors in 
connection with that Dominion.

a f paper and the publishing field in 


the Publishing Canada passed away recently, in the 
Field Pass deaths of Hal B. Donly, for many 

years editor and proprietor of the 
“Simcoe (Ont.) Reformer,” on July 30th, aged 66, and 
Thomas H. Best, founder and for many years the pub- 
lisher of “The Canadian Magazine,” on August Ist, 
aged 80. 

Mr. Donly had been in ill health for some years, and 
the physical break-down of a man so virile and individual 
when but little beyond three-score years was something 
of a tragedy. The “Simcoe Reformer,” or “Norfolk Re- 
former,” as it used to be known, is one of the oldest of 
“country weeklies” in Central Canada, and is still an ad- 
mirable example of what a neighborhood newspaper 
should be. In a day when the “provincial” press was a 
more influential factor in a political sense than it is to- 
day, it was a powerful organ of opinion. For a time, in 
the pre-Confederation era, it was edited by the celebrated 
Liberal pyblicist, William Buckingham, and subsequently 
by A. J. Donly, one of the most prominent citizens of the 
rich Lake Erie county of Norfolk, of which Simcoe is the 
county town. Hal Beauregard Donly became editor of 
the “Reformer” in 1881, when but nineteen years of age, 
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and in ten years had become something of a national 
figure. His vigorous editorials were followed from week 
to week by editors in much larger centres. His interest 
in sports and his position as President of the Canadian 
Wheelman’s Association, at a time when the bicycle was 
a much greater factor in mechanical locomotion than it 
is to-day, gave him widespread prominence. The victory 
of Sir Wilfrid Laurier in Ontario in 1896 was largely 
due to the activities of the young Liberals, of whom Hal 
Donly was a type. His personal failure to secure election 
to the House of Commons in later years was a loss to 
public life, for he would undoubtedly have contributed 
to the interest of debate. Mr. Donly relinquished control 
of the “Reformer” after more than forty years of editorial 
service, in 1922, to devote himself to industrial enter- 
prises in which he had for several years been connected. 
His war activities, during and after the conflict, were 
indefatigable, and he was one of those instrumental in 
the erection of one of the most beautiful of war monu 
ments to be found anywhere—the Memorial Tower, which 
is a feature of the town square of Simcoe. 

The name of Thomas H. Best will be preserved in 
Canadian literary annals as the founder of “The Cana- 
dian Magazine,” the oldest surviving monthly publica- 
tion of a literary character in Canada. The mid-nineties, 
when times were hard, seemed an unpropitious time in 
which to launch such an enterprise; but, by his skilful 
business direction, he managed to steer its fortunes into 
a more prosperous era, until declining years led him to 
resign the cares of management His entry into the 
publishing field was largely at the instance of the late 
J. Gordon Mowat, who, under the pen-name of “Moses 
Oates,” had been one of the best known and scholarly of 
Canadian journalists. After Mr. Mowat’s death, Col. John 
A. Cooper succeeded him, and in the early years of 
“The Canadian Magazine,” the names of a great number 
of the older Canadian writers of to-day made their first 
public appearance, and the roster of its contributors em- 
braced many noted public men who have since passed 
away, like Goldwin Smith, Col. George Taylor Denison, 
Sir John Bourinot and Hon. J. W. Longley. 

Time and the conditions of the publishing field have 
wrought changes so that the most eminent example of 
a periodical on the lines of “The Canadian Magazine,” as 


planned by Messrs. Best and Mowat, is now that most 
admirable literary publication the “Dalhousie Review,” 
of Halifax; but Canadian literature owes a debt of grati- 
tude to what at the time seemed the rashness of Thomas 
H. Best.

Upon good deal of 
Undertakers clauses in the new regulations for 
the control of undertakers promul- 


gated by the local Government. It is quite certain that 
the Government would not have framed and given the 
effect of law to these regulations had it not been pressed 
to do so by the trade organizations of the undertakers 
and embalmers themselves. We are quite unaware of 
any demand on the part of the public for a new code of 
rules such as that which was announced last week, nor 
do they seem to have been designed for the protection 
of the public. 

So far as the regulations make for higher ethical 
standards and seemliness, no objection can be taken to 
them. But they go farther, and lay down certain drastic 
restrictions with regard to advertising, which we believe 
to be ultra vires and certainly not in the public {nterest. 
According to the Toronto “Mail and Empire”: 

“It is forbidden to either directly or indirectly 2dver- 
tise by any other means than a 'professional card or zn- 
nouncement, which shall not be larger than two inches by 
three inches, and on which shall be stated only the name, 
the licensed standing of, and the business address of the 
person, partnership, firm or corporation, and the tele- 
phone number and the name, address and telephone 
number of the manager. This card is not to be placed 
in more than one position in any publication, nor is it 
to be attached to 'any calendar, souvenir, or other object 
or device which may increase its importance or its value 
for purposes of advertising or publicity.’ 

“A postscript to this section adds that its spirit shall 
apply to the sign used by the funeral director. or em- 
balmer at his place of business.” 

On the advertising phase, SATURDAY NIGHT can speak 
in a wholly disinterested manner, for, from a revenue 
standpoint, the new rules are of no consequence to it 
whatever. We are willing to admit that the frivolous type 
of publicity with regard to *morticians" that originated 
some years ago in New York, and spread rapidly to other 
cities, is unseemly and calculated to bring into ridicule 
the great mystery of death. But such extravagances, in 
reality, do no harm to anybody, least of all to the dead. 

We have a rather substantial theory that the new 
regulations are aimed not against those undertakers who 
advertise flambuoyantly, but against those who advertise 
their charges and make these charges low, to attract 
custom. We believe that such advertisers have rendered 
a great service to the community by forcing down excess- 
ive charges in connection with burial which were long a 
burden on the community, but about which a family 
which has suffered feels shame-faced in making com- 
Plaint. It is a means of enabling the type of undertaker 
who desires to capitalize the sorrow of the bereaved, by 
charging “all the traffic will bear,” to force into line the 
men who have inaugurated the movement towards Jess 
costly funerals. We do not believe these regulations to 
be enforceable, and would like to see them tested in the 
courts; and we think that the Ontario Government has 
shown very grave indiscretion in consenting to be the 
medium of their promulgation.

constitute one-third of the entire civil service of Onta: ©, 
taking it in all its branches, a most astonishing demon- 
stration of the change that has taken place in 
economic position of womankind within the lifetim 
living men. 

The name especially honored in connection with tI 
anniversary was that of the late Hon Timothy Blai 
Pardee, who passed away nearly forty years ago. and 
whose son, Senator F. F. Pardee, died last year. The fine 
personality of Hon. T. B. Pardee is still held in reverent 
memory by old Liberals, and his attractive countenance 
may be seen in a life-size portrait which hangs in the 
main hallway of the Ontario Parliament Buildings He 
practised law in Sarnia, where his abilities became re- 
nowned, and in the early seventies represented West 
Lambton in the Ontario Legislature. When Sir Oliver 
Mowat formed his first cabinet, in October, 1872, he was 
chosen as Provincial Secretary, and in December of the 
following year Sir Oliver promoted him to the portfolio 
of Crown Lands, which he held until January, 1889. 
Thus, for over eighteen years, he was a tower of strength 
to the Mowat Ministry—so much so, that he was able to 
successfully combat the opposition of his colleagues and 
adverse public sentiment, emphatically expressed in the 
newspapers of the time, when he proposed to introduce 
female employees into the Department of Crown Lands. 
His defence against time-honored prejudice of the mental 
capacity of women and their right to earn a livelihood 
for themselves in other than a few "genteel" and menial 
occupations was gratifying to the hearts of the very small 
coterie who in that day were outspoken in their demands 
for “women’s rights.” But his views were contrary to 
those of a large section of the pulpit, and of Canadian 
society generally. However, he was sufficiently powerful 
and influential to get his own way. 

It is amazing to compare in retrospect conditions in 
1878 with those of to-day. In all our cities the “business 
women” constitute a vast multitude, and some of them 
possess an executive capacity unsurpassed by men. As 
has been said, they constitute one-third of the public 
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service of Ontario, enormously increased since Timothy 
Pardee's day. In 1878 there was not a woman to be 
found in a law office or a bank; it was illegal for a 
woman to practise medicine or law; women students 
were not admitted to the University of Toronto. "Those 
who defled convention and engaged in commerce were 
supposed to have taker a downward step in a social 
sense. A “real lady" was not supposed to earn her own 
living except in an amateur way in a few luxury occupa- 
tions, or in minor educational work. The unimaginable 
change to present-day conditions has taken place quite 
unconsciously, and with an increase rather than a decrease 
of efficiency. Women, therefore, do well to honor the 
memory of Timothy Blair Pardee, the first political 
champion in Canada of ihe "business girl."

the municipal administration of “Big 
Bill” Thompson have revealed a system which bears a 
striking resemblance to that of the Camorra which dom- 
inated the wicked old city of Naples before Mussolini 
started his campaign of reformation. It is plain that there 
existed in Chicago a polyglot replica of the Camorra, which 
like the Mafia of Sicily, has been practically destroyed 
For decades the Camorra was all powerful as a political 
and criminal power. It was such a recognized institution 
that before the great war two Neapolitan writers, Zangar- 
ini and Golisciani wrote a drama on the subject which was 
set to music by Wolf-Ferrari and is known to the musical 
world as “The Jewels of the Madonna.” 

An account of its methods recently appeared in "The 
Police Journal" a quarterly published in London under the 
auspices of New Scotland Yard, the most instructive and 
finely edited publication of its kind extant. A contributor 
signing himself "Tiberinus" in the course of an article on 
the steps taken by the Fascist regime to destroy the 
Camorra describes its system as follows 

“The Camorra in Naples retained only the complicated 
organization, the disciplined and formal rule and the 
secrecy of its Spanish prototype. In other respects it 
changed altogether and became nothing else but a gang 
of thieves, hardened in all sorts of crime, brutal and 
corrupt. Its influence grew to be considerable, as was to 
be expected in a city like Naples, where, owing to the 
great excess of population as compared with the available 
means of subsistence, there was always an enormous num- 
ber of people in a permanent state of demoralization who 
easily became involved in the society’s misdeeds 


‘The Camorra attained such an ascendancy and de- 








veloped to such an extent that to all intents and purposes 
it assumed the aspect of a national institution As the 
police were badly organized and hence inefficient, mer- 
chants engaged the Camorra to superintend the loading 
unloading of their goods.

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TOVA SCOTIA, and indeed the Maritime Provinces 
" collectively, in their population and institutions, 
represent several distinctive layers of colonial endeavor, 
evidences of which are still vividly apparent everywhere, 
and will be alluded to from time to time in the course 
of these sketches. There was first the French or Acadian 
settlement. It was followed by a pre-Revolution incur- 
sion from New England early in the eighteenth century, 
so that when hostilities broke out at Bunker Hill there 
were many in Nova Scotia or “New Scotland,” as it was 
caNed, who could claim “Mayflower” ancestry. This New 
England population was greatly augmented in the latte 
part of the eighteenth century, when thousands of United 
Empire Loyalists migrated thither, and were largely re- 
sponsible for the early institutions of New Brunswick, 


originally a part of New Scotland. There was ihe 
Imperial establishment contingent on the founding of Hali- 
fax There was also the German colonization, chiefly of 


subjects of the House of Hanover, who were also ihe 
sovereigns of England. There was the great immigration 
of Highland Scottish settlers arising from the Stuart 
attempts to recapture sovereignty—an immigration which 
| given a distinctive quality to the whole north-eastern 
of Nova Scotia. The variety of the human spectacle 
is also augmented by the fact that many of the New 
Englanders brought their slaves with them and the de- 
scendants of these negroes are not only numerous, but 








prosperous. Halifax, by reason of its origin as the home, 
bears the perpetual stamp of the Imperial settlement with 
its naval and military complexion, but the other elements 
ve colored its life, the Scottish element particularly. 
It is. moreover, rather a novel sensation to go into the 
public market at Halifax and discover that most of the 
truck-vendors are negroes, a most unfamiliar sight to 
Canadians. This negro population is different from the 
negro citizenship of the Essex peninsula in Western On- 
tario; for it is not descended from escaped slaves, but 
from slaves voluntarily freed by their masters early in 
the last century. No doubt there is a small element of 
West Indian negro also, for it must not be forgotten that 
the sea and sea-faring men have played a part in the 
development of almost every section of the Maritimes, and 
relations with the Carribean have always been close. 


OLD ST. PAUL’S 


There are several churches in Halifax which typify

coniaining the memorials of the events of one hundred 





sighty years of Imperial history, is St. Paul's, the 
oldest Anglican, and indeed the oldest Protestant church 
in Canada. It stands near the old Parade, and was the 
garrison church of days gone by, and that of ihe 


establishment also. Commenced in 1748, with the 





beginnings of Halifax, it was opened for use in 
1749. It was built of sawn oak and pine planks brought 
om Boston, and so strong was the workmanship that it 


valiantly withstood the great explosion of December 17th, 


1927 Jut one of the many memorials on its walls was 
shaken down, and that without injury St. Paul’s does, 
however, possess a most unique memorial of the ex-

entury brought it to its present dimensions of approx- 
mately 134 feet in length and 8 feet in width, with a 
seuting capacity of 2,000. It is one of the few five-aisled 
churches to be seen anywhere. The impulse toward im- 
provement seems to have been very active during the 


War of 1812, when its three famous bells and its magnifi- 
cent spread of the Royal Arms were installed. In the 
earlier decades of the last century, it was necessary that 
the place of worship for the Army and Navy should be 
large, for the forces stationed there were considerable. 
The Royal pew is still preserved, and there, more than a 
century ago, the “Sailor Prince,” afterwards King Wil- 
liam the Fourth, was wont to sit while stationed at Hali- 
fax, as was also his brother the Duke of Kent, the father 
of Queen Victoria, who lived in Halifax as an army 
officer as well as at Quebec A tradition has been handed 
down that Prince William, who was a humorous eccen- 
tric, used to “think aloud” during the recitation of ihe 
Ten Commandments, and make reflections on his rela- 
tives. Thus, at the eighth, he would murmur, “I don’t 
steal, but York does," And at the ninth, “I don’t lie, but 
Cumberland does.” He probably had also interesting 
remarks to make anent to the seventh, also 

It gives one a sense of awe to know that Nelson. 
Collingwood, and other famous captains have knelt at 
worship in this edifice. The old vestry records have been 
carefully preserved, and among them I saw the signature 
of Captain Hardy, who was married in this church in 1807 


the sailor in whose arms Nelson died at Trafalgar, 
with the words “Kiss me, Hardy.” In the many brick

(1781-1842), although unsigned They are such beauti 
ful examples of low relief as to do honor to his reputa 
tion One, a figure of Hope is enthrallingly lovely in 
line and form; the other, showing a mother consoling a 


weeping child, is marvellous in grace and design and

emotional effect. Equally fine is a signed low relief in 
marble by the great British sculptor, John Gibson (1790- 
1866), showing a recumbent figure, silent in death. The 
modelling of the form and arrangement of the coverlet 
in this idealistic yet realistic work, is unforgettable. 
Some of the memorials relate to the Battle of the Chesa- 
peake and the Shannon, an all-important victory to Hali- 
fax; and the commander who captured the city of Wash- 
ington, and burned it as a reprisal for the burning of 
York (now Toronto) is also buried there. In the old 
days, it was customary for the scion of a noble house to 
be borne to his grave with a painted hatchment display- 
ing the arms of his family exposed on his bier. Arch- 
deacon Armitage recovered several hatchments of cele- 
brated families in the crypt, and had them restored. 
They now make an impressive adornment to the parapet 
of the spacious gallery. One of the glories of St. Paul’s 
is its priceless altar plate, a donation from the royal 
possessions by George the Second, at the time of the 
chureh’s foundation. By rubbings of its hall-marks, some 
of this silver has been identified as of earlier period; 
there is a paten of the reign of William and Mary, and 
another piece in which the “A. R.” is still faintly visible, 
although “G. R.” has been superimposed on it, signifying 
that it came to the Georges from Queen Anne. 


THE FATHERS OF THE CITY

formation cf the earliest banking institutions in Canada, 
and great commercial developments; and names like 
Inglis and stanser, identified with the earliest establish- 
ment of the Church of England, are all about. Among 
the accumulations of the crypt was found, not long ago, 
an ancient tarnished coffin plate of a girl who had died 
while still young. Researches revealed that she was a 
daughter of a family which had made great loans to the 
British Government during the Napoleonic Wars, and she 
herself had been the “toast of the town,” a belle honored 
in many an officers’ mess after dinner, following the 
custom of the Eighteenth Century. 

When one visits old Trinity Church, which faces Wall 
Street, at Rector Street, New York, the most conspicuous 
object beside the entrance is the raised coffer, which is 
the tomb of Captain Lawrence, of the “Chesapeake,” slain 
in that celebrated battle. The inscription on it records 
the chivalry of the “enemy” toward this brave officer. 
It is justified, for the remains of Lawrence were brought 
into Halifax Harbor on the “Shannon,” and reposed in 
the crypt of St. Paul’s, until, after peace was declared, 
they were carried forth, with full naval and military 
honors, to be restored to his native New York. But a 
book would hardly suffice to relate all the annals of St. 
Paul's. 

To-day the old church, by virtue of its Jocation, 
carries most of the burden of caring for the poor of the 
city. It has, among its vestrymen, one of the very oldest 
newspaper publishers in active service in the world, and 
a zealous philanthropist, Mr. C. C. Blackadar. Mr. Black- 
adar has been editor of “The Acadian Recorder” since 
1869. Unlike some other parts of Canada, the Maritime 
Provinces can make the boast that their editors live to 
an advanced age. Mr. Blackadar is but one of several 
editors, among them the veteran James A. Fraser of the 
New “Glasgow “Eastern Chronicle,” whose memories go 
back to the very beginnings of Confederation. The 
“Acadian Recorder” is unique among present-day news- 
papers in that it is published in the same form it was 
Sixty years ago—in the nine-column “blanket sheets,” at 
least forty inches in depth, which were once common to 
every Canadian city, and is entirely the product of hand- 
compositors, for its directing head refused from the be- 
£inning to introduce linotypes or other typesetting 
machines which would displace the old employees who 
used the “stick” and individual types. 


THE ROAD TO HERRING COVE 


One of the most enchanting drives in the environs of 


Halifax—and there are many—crosses the tree-clad 
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heights beyond the North West Arm, past the barracks 
whieh crown the heights, and runs along the rocks that 
rise far above the waters of the Atlantic to Herring Cove, 
quaintest of all the many quaint spots that LT visited on 
the Nova Seotia coast Many years ago, an eminent 
justice of the province suggested a marine driveway over 
this route. The proposal was unheeded until recently, 
but has now been incorporated in the magnificent road- 
building program of the Rhodes Government, which al- 
ready has made the Nova Scotia road system famous in 
other parts of America, The view of the Atlantic and 
the entrance to Halifax Harbor from the rocky head- 
lands on the sunny day when I traversed the partially- 
constructed highway, was enthrallingly beautiful, and the 
sea breezes undescribably exhilarating. The ocean was 
in a gentle mood, sparkling and opalescent as far as the 
eye could reach, until it merged with amethystine iints 
into the vaguely-apprehended sky-line. Fast upon a reef 
off Thrum Cap lay H.M.S. “Dauntless,” the great British 
training ship which, forty-eight hours previously, had 
struck during a noon-day fog, and was held fast amid- 
ships. At that time her fate seemed hopeless, and it was 
later a matter of deep regret that I was not there to 
witness the scenes of wild jubilatien which took place in 
Halifax Harbor when the ingenuity of local experts 
succeeded in floating the “Dauntless,” after the British 
Admiralty had given her up for lost. The spot which 
had entailed tens of thousands of loss looked innocent 
enough on this beautiful day. 

I have never seen Cornwall, but as our car descended 
the boulder-strewn roadway to Herring Cove, the spectacle 
brought back to me countless books about Cornwall I 
have read and countless paintings of its coast that I have 
seen. Here were little stone walls flanking wind-blown 
door-yards. Here, in a miniature canyon, a tiny estuary 
whose brown waters form a shelter for the fishing-boats. 
Hon. J. A. Walker, the Minister of Natural Resources, 
who was my companion, explained to me, when I asked 
how it was that a settlement had been established in 
such barren and rocky surroundings, that this little 
estuary was really the basis of Herring Cove's life, for it 
affords safehaven for the fishing-boats in a sense that 
more hospitable areas along the coast of Halifax County 
do not. 

Delightfully quaint and picturesque as it was in 
the radiance of a July noon-day, with its cottages perched 
on little eminences, I could not help wondering what it 
is like in a wild November gale. But at any time of the 
year it must be ruggedly picturesque, and I heartily 
recommend it to our painters and etchers.

Let us take each in turn. All art is a commentary on 
life, and the best equipped artist is he who has a rounded 
knowledge of life. But the increasing complexity of modern 
life tends more and more to specialization—the concen- 
trating of atterition on one small detail. 

It is only the heads of a large firm who see the whole 
the other see only one little part, and always the 
same part.

O DO honor to a great poet who recently visited our 

fair city, the Poetry Club one afternoon served tea and 
cake from four to six. Everybody who had any pretensions 
to being anybody in the world of letters was there, as 
well as everybody else who could squeeze in. It is not often 
we can capture a real live poet, inveigle him into a draw- 
ing room; and purr around him until, in self-defense, he 
recites some of his verses. 

It was a great occasion! 

Why I should have received an invitation is more 
than I can fathom: the lady responsible is still making 
lame explanations to her fellow members; and the Poet 
himself is still wondering how and why I got it. But, 
to me, an invitation from a Poetry Club is like a Royal 
Command: to be disobeyed on peril of gravest displeasure.

Now that it is all over I am glad I have had the ex- 
perience, but I feel like the man who went over Niagara 
Falls in a barrel: I would not have missed it for a million 
dollars, and I would not do it again for a million dollars— 
unless, of course, somebody offered me the million in real 
money. 

The reception reminded me of a few light comedies I 
saw long, long ago: it was really amusing, without being 
vulgar. 

I came late to avoid the crowd as long as I possibly 
could, hoping that in the crush my insignificance would 
not be particularly noticed. I now know that if you’re out 
of place it doesn't matter whether you're early or late; 
you know it—and so does everybody else 

The patron of letters who introduced me to the hostess 
has mastered the art of making two strangers known to 
each other in such a way that neither will get the correct 
name, and any additional particulars which may be volun- 
teered are bound to be muddled. However the hostess was 
very gracious about it, smiled sweetly, and charmingly 
broke an important Commandment by saying she had 
heard a great deal about me. 

I bowed my acknowledgments and murmured that I 
felt flattered indeed. At least, that’s what I tried to say, 
but in my flustered state what I did blurt out was:

Steuart Wilson, as the Celestial Mes 
senger, a trifle embarrassed by the 
presence in his hand of the out-size 
in silver arrows which was assumed 
to be in the heart of the pilgrim, 
sang valiantly But nothing could 
have given life to the piece of which 
the most dramatic moment was a 
lighting effect on the backcloth 

Manuel de Falla’s operetta of an 
adventure of Don Quixote proved 
better fun, and at least approached 
the definition of light opera which 
we came out for to see. The actual 
puppets are always favorites (their 
non-naturalism stands them in excel 
lent stead), and if the little work 
itself has but small claim to dram 
atie value, this important incidental 
of the puppet play within it enter 


tains us. The audience were enthus- 
instie about Miss Kathleen Beer’s 
comedy presentation of the “Show- 
man’s Boy”; but I confess that I felt 
less happy, for I could not hear her 
words, and I did not like her squeak, 
although this is doubtless according 
to the script. The whole of this little 
piece suffered from the inarticulate- 
ness of the singers, so that had one 
not had the advantage of knowing 
Don Quixote, or been without the 
résumé of the plot on the program,

The Schubert is pure musical com- 
edy, and jolly of its kind. Its dum- 
te-dum couplets are exquisitely ab 
surd sentiment, and the plot and 
music are perfectly attuned to hem 
The chorus of haymaking villagers. 
the distressed lovers, the double wed 
ding-bells at the end, all these belong 
to the traditions of Daly’s and the 
Gaiety, so that it becomes something 
of a shock to discover that the piece 
dates from Schubert’s sixteenth year. 
A picture posteard setting was in key 
with the rest. This time the words 
were clearly audible; and Dorothy 
Silk’s singing of “Kätchen” put every 
ounce into the sugary-sweet little 
part.

passes along; writes ingenuous de- 
scriptions of animals that are novel 
to him, and even attempts detailed 
descriptions of feminine attire. 

The account of Timur and of life 
at his court is of unusual historical 
value, as no other record of the 
Tartars at that time, having any- 
thing like the same wealth of intim- 
ate details, has come down to us. 
Timur was then in his seventieth 
year, but still, within a few months 
of his death, the all-powerful, able 
but semi-barbaric chief of his far- 
flung dominions. Of the Tartar army 
in camp or on the march we have 
many glimpses. One encampment of 
the horde was estimated to contain 
fifty thousand tents, and was laid out 
in ordered lines of streets, where 
commodities of every kind were on 
sale. “When Timur calls his people 
to war, all assemble and march 
with him, surrounded by their flocks 
and herds, thus carrying along their 
possessions with them, in company 
with their wives and children.... 
Thus marching at the head of his 
people Timur has accomplished great 
deeds and gained many victories, 
for the Tartars are a very valiant 
folk, fine horsemen, very skilful at 
shooting with the bow, and exceed- 
ingly hardy.

OHN V. A. WEAVER who is much 
better known as poet and literary 
editor has written an extraordinary 
good novel in “Her Knight Comes 
Riding.” In fact, the novel is so good 
that one quite forgets that this is the 
mere imaginatve pigment of a clever 
beholder of reality, and one attains 
in the reading that pleasant state of 
interest in the novel’s figures that is 
known only to rapt and sympathetic 
patrons of the cinema.

“Her Knight Comes Riding” is the 
story of Fanny Williams, a girl who 
might have been quite ordinary had 
it not been for the fact that her 
father, a dreamer and carpenter, told 
her stories from *Morte d' Arthur," 
instead of from the Rotarians' Hand 
book. This early training made 
Fanny eager to find a Galahad, a gal- 
lant that never was on sea, or land, a 
consecration and a maiden's dream. 
Her mother was a capable, hard- 
headed yet lovable soul who did her 
best to discourage Fanny in the pur- 
suit of the non-existent. Fanny's story 
is that of a million other imaginative 
virgins who yearn for a Lancelot and 
finally weds the corner grocer, only 
to find the latter a mixture of the un- 
expected and the prosaic, filled with 
dreams of Elaine and affluence. 

At high school Fanny falls in love 
with Leroy Meeher, an anaemic poet 
in embryo and Len Marshall, a dash- 
ing half-back, only to reject one for 
lack of virility and the other for lack 
of virtue. Next she meets Ralph Har- 
ley, violinist, who sells musical in- 
struments in business hours. Ralph is 
the sort of chap whom one's best- 
loved childhood sweetheart always 
marries. He is a very nice fellow, but 
too eminently respectable and kindly. 


Fanny rejects him and meets a 
dashing Lothario of the Marines. 
Fanny confuses the Marine in him 


with St. George, Galahad and others. 
There is a decided verve about his 
personality and he is fresher than a 
sea-breeze. As Weaver unfolds the 
story it takes on the aspect of a 
genuine modern romance, a picture of 
real lovers moving against a back- 
ground of dreams. One must mention 
three other persons in the book the 
splendidly—delineated Ma, hard, prac- 
tical and capable, who spends a life- 
time trying to break down the wall 
between her daughter and herself. 
Then there is Fred, Fanny’s loutish 
brother, a tawdry braggart and cheap 
mortal drawn to the life. 


Best of all, however, is the villain 
of the piece, a Colonel Emmett Mag- 
nus of TORONTO—of all places! A 
smooth-spoken, debonair gentleman 
just grey above the temples. He at- 
tempts to chaperon Fanny to Cuba, 
confessing that hłs reason is that his 
wife is a socially-prominent lady of 
Toronto. Can you blame his friski- 
ness? Let us quote a few remarks of 
Colonel Magnus excusing his amative- 
ness: “Take the women in Toronto 
that my wife drags me around with 
when I can’t get out of it. They’re 
societyish. I can’t go into that. They 
bore me stiff.” (!) 

And again: “He expatriated upon 
the vrtues of Toronto. The only ob- 
jection was the winter cold. That, he 
always tried to avoid. It was an amus- 
ing city, he assured her.”—John V. A. 
Weaver has certainly stopped here 
and stayed over Sunday once upon a 
time—but we don’t recognize Colonel 
Emmett Magnus. He’s very intelli- 
gent.

AVING read Mr. Steel's "O Rare 
Ben Jonson" with some pleas- 
ure, this reviewer faced “Java-Java” 
with a fine sense of anticipation and 
feet cocked up on the mantel-piece.

HE land of China is emphatically 

the most interesting country in 
our modern world. It has an enig- 
matic aspect, as is consistent with its 
Oriental civilization. In China to-day 
we see the break-up of immemorial 
traditions, the abandonment of cus- 
toms that have been the very life of 
a great people. Mrs. Hobart tells the 
story of the recent outbreak in 
China, giving a dramatic account of 
her own experiences during the first 
half of that troubled year, 1927. The 
secret control which the Russian 
“Reds” held in the vast expanse of 
China is clearly pointed out and the 
sinister nature of Russian influence 
is evident from the first. The de- 
solation of Nanking after the Nation- 
list attack is described with the bit- 
terness of a woman who has seen her 
home despoiled. The British and 
American dwellers in Changsha have 
known the tragedy of gazing upon the 
slain of their own race, and the 
sight will not soon be forgotten. 
China is to work out her own destiny; 
but in the rebuilding of that state she 
will need the aid of England and 
the United States, if all is to be well 
with the remade China. The con- 
clusion of Miss Ayscough’s “proem” 
contains wise counsel for East and 
West. 

“The cry, ‘Strike and Overturn,’ 
which is now ringing from the Ten 
Thousand Li Wall to the Southern 
Sea, the same cry which was first re- 
corded in Chinese History 1766 B.C., 
must give way to a  nobler cry: 
'Unite and Create.' "

Education Needed to Combat Effect of Ill-Informed Opinion

Presentation of Credit Facts Advisable- Canadian Branch Sys- 
tem Compares More Than Favorably With U. S. Practice 


BY C. PAYELL 


T IS only within comparatively recent years that banks 

have adopted up-to-date methods of advertising. At 
the beginning of the present century the usual form of 
advertisement consisted of a list of directors' names, to- 
capital and reserves. In former 
years, when the banks' resources were comparatively 
small, more reliance was placed upon the 
directors, than the display of figures, to attract business. 
At present, especially in the case of the larger institu- 
tions, figures are more imposing than names. 

In recent years, the banks’ advertising material 
undergone a material change. Set forms of advertising 
as described above, are gradually disappearing. The 
sume advertisement seldom appears more than once in 
any single publication. Advertising material is written 
in an interesting manner to attract the eye. While it 
would probably be difficult for a bank to trace new busi- 
ness directly to any particular advertisement, the import- 
ance of keeping their names before the public is recog- 
nized by all the banks. 

The value of newspaper publicity being recognized, it 
would seem probable that consideration may at no distant 
date be given to the question of keeping the public in- 
formed with regard to the merits of the Canadian banking 
system as a whole.

The average reader of financial publications is usually 
well informed and, in all likelihood, he has formed 
definite opinions with regard to the soundness and eflic- 
iency of the banking system. But what of the hundreds 
of thousands of people who never see a financial paper 
from one year's end to another? Their opinions are often 
formed by the reading of newspaper criticisms casting 
aspersions upon the system. To counteract the apparent 
mischief created by the perusal of misleading articles, the 
obvious way would seem to be for the banks to avail 
themselves of the press in general to keep the public 
informed with regard to banking matters. The 
larger the institution the more is it realized by the 
"powers that be" that public opinion is to be reckoned 
with. It is trite to say that the surest way to eliminate 
the danger of socialistic tendencies is to take a sympa- 
thetic interest in the masses of people and to consider 
their opinions and feelings. To put the matter in another 
way, there is no surer method of bringing a radical form 
of government into power than to flout public opinion. 
The danger may seem ridiculously remcte at present, 
but, as there is a decided tendency towards the concen- 
tration of business enterprises in the hands of a few, it 
seems to be a matter of utmost importance for those few 
to cultivate, in every possible manner, the understanding 
and good-will of the public. 

Who can be certain that, in another decade or 
sooner, a radical change in the present form of govern- 
ment will not have been effected? If a revulsion of feel- 
ing has stirred public opinion against concentration of 
business interests, who can say that the banks, if there 
are then only five or six in number, will not be turned 
into "state controlled” institutions? The bigger and 
fewer these are in number, the more likely will this 
happen. On the other hand, if the public is educated in 
the merits of the Canadian banking system and gradually 
learns to realize that it is altogether in its interests that

not have been thrown away in vain. The press may, 


therefore, be considered as offering available insurance 
against the “local” or “unit” bank idea making headway, 
or against the banks being controlled by the state.

Canada Quebec Mining Corporation is a new mining 
concern with 5,000,000 share authorized capital. The Cor- 
poration holds a group of mining claims which are in a 
comparatively raw state, which are of uncertain or ques- 
tionable value. The claims appear to warrant a campaign 
of exploration, in an effort to learn whether they are 
worth developing, or not. A price of 35 cents a share 
places a valuation of $1,750,000 on these raw mining 
claims. There is a chance of attaining some measure of 
success, but those who take the risk should remember 
that for every one of the new ventures of that kind ihat 
meet with actual mining success, there are many hun- 
dreds which fall into the discard and are completely 
forgotten. The claims of Canada Quebee Mining Corpor- 
ation are situated some distance south-west of Abana. 
Unless you can afford to lose the money, I would not 
advise you to participate.

STEEL's CONSOLIDATED COMMON 
Editor, Gold and Dross: 
I am very anxious to know something about the first 


mortgage bonds with bonus of class "B" common stock of 
Steels Consolidated. 


I originally invested $200 and lost it and paid $20 to keep 
my shares. I thought that by getting a common share free 
with the $200 first mortgage bonds I would eventually make 
up some of what I lost. They give a common share with 
every $200 worth of bonds.

I think you are somewhat too optimistic if you are 
waiting to recoup your L. R. Steel losses through the com- 
mon stock bonus on the bonds of Steel's Consolidated Lim- 
ited, which you now hold. Without attempting to review 
the various stages of reorganization subsequent to the L. 
К. Steel crash, with which you are no doubt familiar, you 
would seem to be fairly safe at the present time, as regards 
the interest on the bonds which you hold. 6 per cent. has 
been paid on these bonds since they were issued in 1926. 

With regard to the bonus of class B common stock 
given with these bonds, it has so far not proved to be any 
benefit to its holders. Steel’s Consolidated Limited, the 
Canadian company, earned enough in the last year to 
care fo" its bond interest and other operating charges, 
but showed a net loss for the year of $5,389. I understand 
that the American company, Steel's Consolidated Incor- 
porated, improved its position during the past year. 

You can see, however, that the picture is not any too 
bright and that whatever progress Steel's Consolidated has 
made has been very slow, and there is no indication at 
the present time of any likelihood of business expansion 
for it. You will understand that before any dividends could 
be paid on your class B. common stock, the preferred stock 
would have to be cared for and, since reorganization, noth- 
ing has been paid except the interest on the bonds. 

In general, the possibilities of your making up your 
original losses through your common stock bonus appears 
to be very slight. At the best you will have to wait for a 
number of years.

Aeronautical experts had long 
recognized the desirability of having 
planes for Canadian use built in Can- 
ada. In machines imported from 
England and the United States, the 
previous sources of the entire supply, 
difficulties were not infrequently ex- 
perienced in operation, particular- 
ly under the severe conditions pre- 
vailing in winter in the north-west, 
necessitating frequent minor adjust- 
ments. Wood seasoned elsewhere 
often suffered warpage in the west- 
ern Provinces, and the propellers 
failed in flying time. More frequent 
reconditioning was imperative. The 
advantages of building with an eye 
to Canadian utilization and condi- 
tions solely were obvious. 

+ 

The establishment of Canadian 
Vickers at that time in Montreal 
showed a keen foresight into the 
future of Canadian aviation, for few 
men at that time would have consid- 
ered such a plent justified. Exhaus- 
tive experimental work was under- 
taken toward the production of types 
of aircraft suited to Canadian condi- 
tions and the re-designing of exist- 
ing models to meet Canadian require- 
ments, many innovations being intro- 
duced to this end. There are prob- 
ably more distinct types of air 
machines for special purposes in use 
in Canada than in any other country 
—air-mail, forestry survey, fishing 
patrol, sea patrol, navigation investi- 
gation, transportation, etc.—and Can- 
adian Vickers has announced that it 
is prepared to meet these demands. 

The era of Canadian aviation was 
just opening up when the plant com- 
menced to manufacture with a stead- 
ily-increasing demand for planes, 
and, in addition to taxing the capac- 
ity of the Montreal plant, orders con- 
tinued to go in large numbers to 
England and the United States. The 
capacity of the Vickers’ plant was 
doubled, and, one after another, it 
came to engage in the manufacture 
of additional types of planes as these 
were required and adopted. The 
manner in which its scope has ex- 
panded may be gathered from the 
fact that in the last seasonal period 
no less than forty-one aeroplanes 


were produced, these comprising 
eleven different types, including 
land planes, float machines, flying 
boats, amphibians, and experimental 
machines. 


An entirely new impetus жаз 
given to aviation in Canada in 1927 
through the establishment of the air 
mail, which encouraged commercia; 
enterprise, the use of planes in min 
ing transportation and survey, and 
the encouragement by the Govern- 
ment of the formation of light aero- 
plane clubs. This considerably en- 
larged the market for planes in Can- 
ada and promised a steady, increas- 
ing demand. The suddenly augment- 
ed consumption was illustrated in 
the year’s importation of fifty-one 
aeroplanes, valued at $521,676, against 
ten worth $67,446 in the previous 
year. 

The enthusiasm with which young 
men from all over the Dominion 
banded together to form light aero- 
plane clubs жаз especially signifi- 
cant, presaging an enormous demand 
for a type of plane suitable for this 
purpose. Canada’s pioneer aeroplane 
building plant was alert to the op- 
portunity, and with the opening of 
spring had added another machine 
to its list. This was an inexpensive 
and economical two-seated machine 
for training purposes and passenger 
transportation over relatively short 
distances and for pleasure flying, de- 
signed especially for light aeroplane 
clubs. It is all-Canadian in construc- 
tion, adapted to Canadian climatic 
conditions, and designed both as a 
land or sea machine, or it can be 
filed with skiis so that it may be 
used throughout the year. The wings 
are of a folding type, and a hangar, 
23 ft. 6 in. long by 9 ft. 6 in. wide, 
is capable of housing it.

The possibilities of popular flying 
in Canada quickly attracted the at- 
tention of British interests overseas, 
and the first development was the 
establishment, at the beginning of 
the year, of a branch of the De Havi- 
land Aircraft Company of London, 
England, in Canada under the name 
of the De Haviland Aircraft Com- 
pany of Canada. A small staff is 


now installed at an aerodrome in 
Toronto, occupying about one hun- 
dred acres of what is known as the 
Tretheway estate. The site is par- 
ticularly interesting, since it was 
there that the late Count de Lesseps 
in 1908 made the first flight in On- 
tario, the field also being used by the 
Wright brothers and their contempor- 
ary Beachey. 
* 

The plant is engaging at the 
present time in the erection and 
supply of the Moth light aeroplane, 
machines having already been sup- 
plied to all parts of the Dominion. 
In the first instance, the planes are 
being assembled from parts shipped 
from England. Subsequently, how- 
ever, it is planned to manufacture 
certain components at the Canadian 
plant, and with the development of 
aviation in the Dominion, it is ex- 
pected that the plant will engage in 
the manufacture of the whole range 
of the company’s aircraft. 

The United States has similarly 
made its contribution to the Cana- 
dian aircraft manufacturing indus- 
try. A valuable work in aeroplane 
designing for Canadian uses has 
been done by the Fairchild Aviation, 
Limited, of Gran’ Mere, Quebec, a 
branch of a United States Compeny. 
This company designed and delivered 
within one month the special plane 
built for the air mail service along 
the north shore of the St. Lawrence, 
and has a great many machines in 
use in commercial work in Canada. 
The company in the spring commis- 
sioned the Canadian Vickers to build 
two types of cabin monoplanes of 
their patented design, which add to 
the varieties of machines turned out 
in Canada. 

Another United States contribu- 
tion, marking en event of definite 
progress in Canadian aircraft manu- 
facture and bringing us a step near- 
er the production of an all-Canadian 
machine, was the incorporation of 
the Canadian Wright Company, Lim- 
ited, which has the sole right to as- 
semble or manufacture the Wright 
whirlwind aeroplane engine for Can- 
ada and Australia. The engine is 
being assembled in Montreal from

Ont. Steel Products’ Profit 


Reduction of $36,149 due to Build ing Program During Year 
—wNet Reported as $122,340 


THE earnings of the Ontario Steel 

Products Company, Ltd., during 
the fiscal year ending June 30th, 
1928, were adversely affected by ex- 
tensive building апа renovating 
operations that were under way 
most of the time. These reduced the 
output of the company to a consid- 
erable extent and the slightly lessen- 
ed and more irregular demand for 
motor car products was also an un- 
favorable factor. These factors re- 
duced the net profits for the period 
under review to $122,340.86, as 
compared with $158,489.94 in the 
previous year, a decrease of $36,- 
149.08. 

During the year, pursuant to the 
company's policy of keeping its 
plants up-to-date the main factory of 
the shovel company was practically 
rebuilt and rearranged. the building 
eriginally erected in 1852 being re- 
placed with a steel and concrete fire- 
proof structure. A substantial ex- 
tension to the building and equip- 
ment of the Central Spring Company 
at Oshawa was made with corres- 
ponding increase in capacity and 
efficiency. These extensions and re- 
novations were carried out without 
any increase in capital obligations, 

Goodwill reported on June 30th. 
1927, at $330,272.68, was reduced 
to $1. 

Net quick assets in excess of cur- 
rent liabilities amounted to $893.- 
711.97, as compared with $979,918.- 
^5 at the end of the previous year.

look elsewhere, and often in vain, for 
assistance. 

To offset any growing desire for 
"local" banks, attention might be 
drawn to the many thousands of 
United States banks which have fail- 
ed during the past decade. How well 
Canadian banking figures could be 
shown up in comparison! Over the 
border borrowing may be easier 
under certain conditions, but the de- 
positing publie pays in the end for 
any undue liberality. 

Again, to show that the banks are 
doing their full share in meeting the 
needs of the borrowing public, a 
periodical analysis of figures appear- 
ing in the monthly bank statement 
could be made, facts and figures 
being disseminated throughout the 
press. The average reader of a daily 
newspaper never sees the monthly 
bank statement; and, if he did, it is 
not likely that he would take the 
trouble to study it. Bare figures 
mean little to him. What would in- 
terest many people, however, for ex- 
ample, is the fact that 75 per cent. 
of the savings deposits of the public 
are being used for commercial and 
agricultural loan purposes. Surely 
proof that the banks are aiding to 
the full in the development of the 
country. 

Again, facts and figures regarding 
the number and amount of loans to 
farmers would make interesting read- 
ing. The number of loans between 
$1,000 and $2,000, $3,000 and $5,000, 
$5,000 and $10,000, and so on up to 
$25,000, would show whither small 
business interests are being taken 
care of adequately. Wide publica- 
tion of facts and figures of this 
nature would apparently go a long 
way in dispelling the fear that "big" 
interests alone are being served by 
the larger banks. 

The cost of the suggested form of 
advertising might be raised as an 
objection, but a certain portion of 
present appropriations for advertis- 
ing sale of money orders, travellers’ 
cheques, collections, etc. could Бе 
set aside to inform the Canadian 
public that the banks exist to serve 
their interests and to prove they are 
doing their duty as far as it is 
humanly possible to do so, within 
their means.

In the heart of the city of Winni- 
peg, known to very few people, the 
first planes are under construction.

With the exception of the engine, 
this is an entirely Canadian-built 
machine, all wooden and metal parts 
being constructed locally, while the 
company expects to secure the agency 
for the assembly of a well-known 
British engine.

Tanks in Action for M.P's. 


Ww is expected to be the armour 

ed car of the future was seen by 
300 members of both Houses of Par- 
liament, headed by the Secretary of 
State for War, during a demonstra 
tion by the experimental armoured 
force on Salisbury Plain. This is an 
experimental type of eight wheels, de- 
signed with the view of improving the 
existing machine for getting over the 
roughest country.

tary for War) is giving the cup. The 
idea is to map out a triangular course 
of fifteen miles, containing as many 
natural obstacles as possible, and, if 
necessary, with a few sporting haz- 
ards constructed by the Royal Engin- 
eers added.

There is 
the Taine Centenary, doing honor to 
the memory of a gifted Frenchman 
who wrote on French polities and 
English literature. In England all 
classes and creeds have united in 
remembrance of John Bunyan, the 
author of “Pilgrims Progress,” who 
was born a hundred years ago. On 
all hands Kipling's poem on the in- 
spired tinker, has been quoted:— 

"A tinker out of Bedford, 

A vagrant oft in quod, 

A minister of God, 

A private under Fairfax, 

Two hundred years and thirty 

Ere Armageddon came, 

His single hand portrayed it, 

And Bunyan was his name." 

Now the women of Ontario have 
awakened to the fact that they have 
an anniversary of their own, of ra- 
ther unusual interest. It is just 
fifty years since the first woman was 
appointed to the Ontario civil ser- 
vice by the late Hon. T. B. Pardee, 
who at the time was the Commission- 
er of Crown Lands in The Ontario 
Cabinet. 

To-day there are over eight hun- 
dred women members of the service, 
or about one-third of the total in- 
side and outside personnel. 

In Our grandmother’s time, there 
were two occupations for the wo- 
man who wished to be self-support- 
ing. She might be a governess or 
devote herself to fine needlework. 
Otherwise, she would be considered 
“no lady,” if she entered a shop or 
indulged in any commercial work. 
The typewriter had not been invent- 
ed, the telephone was unknown and 
the woman teacher had a decidedly 
limited sphere. When Mr. Pardee 
was so rash as to throw open the 
civil service doors to women many 
were the dire prophecies of ruin to 
the service. However, "Time has 
proved that the prophecies of evil 
were all mistaken. Women have 
proved both capable and discreet 
and are now invaluable in all de- 
partments. 

"Above all," said a prominent of- 
ficial to me, “women have proved 
that they can keep a secret. In all 
my years of political experience, I 
have not known a case where a wo- 
man has betrayed a business confi- 
dence.”

Modern Villas by French 
Architects 


N ETAL tubing plays a big rôle in 
` villas that are being 
built on the outskirts of Paris by 
architects of the newest of new 
schools. It frames the doorways, out- 
lines the wainscoting, runs alongside 
the handrail of the staircase, and even 
forms the framework of some of the 
cosy chairs in the smoking-or sitting- 
room. Thinly disguised under a sil- 
very paint, it meets the eye at every 
turns, says the Daily Mail.

Another innovation in these villas 
is the space given to the windows.

side by side, these windows open in- 
variably upon a light balcony. Each is 
fitted with the newest pattern of sun 
blinds, manæuvred very simply and 
effectively from within, so the rooms 
can flooded with sun and air or 
shielded at will. 

A third novelty is the method adopt- 
ed by one suburban group of villas for 
the treatment of the ground floor. The 
villas stand on the roadside, with no 
of a garden plot in front; 
there could, therefore, be no privacy 
for the rooms upon the street. So be- 
side the front an architect has 
placed the garage, closed by an in- 
geniously sliding iron panel, through 
which the family car glides easily into 
position, beneath the great sitting- 
room. At the back, a small door leads 
into the house by the kitchen depart 
ment, which takes up all the rest of 
the ground floor and well-fitted base- 
ment. 

In the new houses the staircase is en- 
tirely shorn of the importance given 
to it by former generations of archi- 
tects and artists.
